Pabilo attention in California was 
Brat effectively called to the need for 
making pioper provision for the care 
and training tor feeble minded child­ 
ren by Mrs T. 11. Bentley, wife of 
Rev. Robert Bentley of Berkeley, and 
Mrs Julia M. Judah, wife of Henry 
K. Judah of San Francisco. 
These 
ladies called a meeting and that 
meeting appointed a committee, That 
is tbe way most good things stait in 
this country and, although many 
meetings are oalle^ and many com­ 
mittees are appointed whioh do noth­ 
ing creditable, it was not so in tbis 
case. 
Tbese women were in earnest 
and wore able to impart their enthus­ 
iasm to the- meeting, and ao some­ 
thing important came of it. 
Without 
e n th u s ia s t nothing can come of any 
human enterprise. 
It is eminently 
proper, therefore, that Caliiornia’s 
home for the care and training of 
feeble minded children should bav.e 
its “ Bentley” and “ Judah” halls. 
Speed the day when there shall be 
separate cottages, instead of mere 
wards, named after these two worthy 
women! 
An Association Started. 
The public meeting called as above 
stated, and held I believe at tbe 
Palace ilotel in San Francisoo, re­ 
sulted in tbe foimation of a bene­ 
volent association. Tbe best cure for 
pessimism I can prescribe, is a con­ 
templation of tbe latest directory of 
associations formed for tbe purpose 
of making things better than they 
are. 
Every American 
town big 
enough to sustain a saloon sustains 
ruoro benevolent associations than 
saloons. Tbis association took practi­ 
cal form July 31, 1838, and it opened 
a borne for tiie feeble minded at 
White Sulphur Springs, near Vallejo, 
April 22, 1881. It wns afterward re­ 
moved to Fasking Park, Alameda 
county, where it remained until De­ 
cember 10, 1835, when the state Bought 
51 acies of land for it at Santa (Jlara. 
This home also proved inadequate, 
aud in 1880 tbe state legislature ap­ 
propriated *200,000 for a new site, 
buildings and furnishings. 
Tbe New Location. 
The Board of Trustees, with the co­ 
operation of two speoiai commission­ 
ers appointed for tbe purpose, select­ 
ed what was known as tbe William 
McPherson Hill ranch near (lien 
Filen, in Sonoma county, tor the per­ 
manent boma of tbe institution. The 
selection was unfortunate, it nothing 
woise. 
it was a “ H ill” ranch in 
more senses than one, tor, although 
it embraced 1700 acies. there is 
scarcely one hundred acres of arable 
land in the tract, and it can not be 
counted on to furnish enough pro­ 
vender to teed enough cows to supply 
500 children with all the milk they 
should have. 
Tbe state made the 
mistake, repeated again and again, 
of buying acres iustead of laud. One 
bun lred acres of good Sacramento or 
San Joaquin valley land would supply 
more produce, and consequently sus­ 
tain more teeble minded children, 
than the entire 1700 acres at Eldridge. 
When it comes to buyiog land, tbe 
state of California is a perpetual 
tenderfoot and frequently a sucker. 
Plenty of View. 
Tbere is, however, a utility to be 
fouod in tbe beauty of tbe situation. 
Let us therefore be comforted. Back­ 
ed up against one range of mountains 
and facing a range of lofty, swelling, 
farm covered bills, the landscape is 
so inviting as to pleasantly impress 
even a mind that is feeble while it 
is a constant, comfort for the corps 
of care-takers, who need all tbe solace 
that a floe prospect can afford. The 
location should be regarded as per­ 
manent and the state should make 
tbe most, of it and not be looking lor 
another. 
Besides, every sucb in­ 
stitution needs a limitless amount of 
rough work for its male charges to 
perform and tbe. conversion of these 
1700 acres into land will supply this 
need until tbe end of time. 
By 
terracing hills and burying stones 
many a pretty garden cau be made, 
and this is tbe sort of work that tbe 
feeble 
minded oan do best and 
that is best for them to do. 
At a 
similar institution in New Jersey, 
tbe girls take almost sole care of 
a prodnctive orchard and berry Held. 
Limitless opportunities 
for such 
work are afforded by tbe 1700 acres 
at Eldridge. 
Perhaps after all, the 
feeble minded commissioners bought 
better than they knew. 
l'he Plant As It Is. 
The earner stone of tbe present 
institution was laiJ Nor. 10, 1890, 
and tbe institution was transferred 
to its permanent home the day before 
Thanksgiving, 
1901.

then, 
many buildings have been built, as

What Tbe Earthquake Did. 
The earthquake of April 18, .1906, 
inflicted a good deal of injury to tbe 
“ Home." Nearly all the gables were 
thrown oat and many of tbe walls 
were so cracked, that they had to be 
taken down, 
either partially or 
wholly, to the foundations. 
Repairs 
are still in the making and it is very 
likely that they can all be perfected 
and tbe institution returned to its 
pre-April oondltion before the end of 
the oalendar year. But tbe children 
have net suffered meantime. Com 
modious temporary wooden shacks 
were put rip and the cbiidreu have 
been enjoying a summcbJOutlcg, with 
improved health and an increase of 
freedom, although the work has been 
distinctly harder fur the attendants 
aud officers. The special session of 
the legislature appropriated 372,500 
for the work of restoration, and that 
tuud may prove sufficient for a:i 
claims upon it, but it is open to some 
duubt. The walls were not especially 
well built, but tbe floors were better 
anchored than Agrew, and the con­ 
struction forced the gables out and 
not io, so tbere was no loss of life 
and little injury inflicted to the 
inmates. 
There were some bruises 
and scratches, but that was ail. 
The Ponulatiou. 
At the end of the fiscal year term­ 
inating June 30, 1906 tbere were 
registered in the California Home for 
the care aud training ot feeble minded 
children, 327 males and 267 females, 
a total of 594, and the population has 
a oonstant tendency to increase. 
During the Uscal year above mention­ 
ed, 85 new applicants were admitted, 
20 were discharged and 25 died. 
On 
Sept. 19, tbere bad beep admitted 
into the home 1305 children, of whotp 
154 had died since July 6, 1897, and 
178 bad been discharged. 
Prior to 
July 6, 1897, tbere had died or been 
discharged, 373. The first admission 
of which there is any existing record 
was December 10, 1885. 
There are 
also a number of inmates away on 
leave of absence, so that the normal 
number in attendance is jn the vicin­ 
ity of 520. 
That for ¡September was 
514. 
Including the officers aud 
attendants, tbe entire population of 
the institution was a few more than 
600. The pay roll ¡Deludes from 85 
to 95, owing to the exigencies of sea­ 
son and condition. 
What It All Costs. 
During the 57th fiscal year, the 
California Home lor tne care aud 
training of feeble mioded cbiidreu, 
expended *02,948.44 lor tbe general 
support ot the institution and *48,- 
632.23 for salaries, a tpta| of 3111,­ 
640.67. To this should be added $8,­ 
483.00 received from paying jumafes, 
bot which is usually expended for 
improvements not provided for by 
special appropriations made by the 
legislature. 
However, this is not altogether a 
burden to the state treasury. 
Each 
of the counties in the state is required 
to pay 310 per month toward the sup­ 
port of feeble minded children whose 
parents are not able to pay for them. 
From this sourpe, the state received 
back into its treasury during tbe year 
endiog June 30, 1906, the sum of *62,- 
077.50, or nearly as much as tbe 
support fund, so that, as a general 
proposition, tbe state furnishes the 
• and and buildiDgs, keeps them in 
repair and pays the salaries, while 
the counties and tbe paying in­ 
mates, board and clothe the children. 
This arrangement may be fair enough 
all around, bqt there is no logical 
reason why counties should pay to^ 
ward the maintenance of feeble mind­ 
ed children at Eldridge aud not be 
required to_ pay toward tbe support 
of insane persons confined iu hos­ 
pitals. It just happened so. 
Pressure To Get In. 
1 counted 139 registered names on 
the waiting list tor whom room cao 
not be made in the institution, but 
tbis list does not represent qup fourth 
of the number desired to be admitted, 
discouraging prospects have deterred 
others from applying. 
There is an 
urgent need for making the institu­ 
tion bigger. 
There are few burdens 
more grievous to be borne by an 
ordinary family than the care and 
training of a feeble minded child. 
An Oregon boot attached to the ankle 
of tbe mother would handicap her 
scatceiy more. 
To relieve sucb a 
mother and family of such a burden, 
is the very highest aud most bene­ 
ficent form of public charity. 
An 
appropriation of *17,599 was made by 
tbe last legislature for epileptic girls 
as the “ Manse” is for epileptio boys, 
but it will be a year before tbis can 
be built. This will enlarge tbe capac­ 
ity by about sixtv. 
If the coming 
legislature shall provide for tbe erec­ 
tion of tbe administration building 
to (complete the main structure as 
originally planned), 
accomodations 
will be found for sixty more. 
Tbere 
is some room for feebleminded girls 
and boys and tbese wards are serious­ 
ly over crowded. 
Good Care Taken. 
To one unaccustomed to these child­ 
ren,—children from seventy years old 
down to seven, yet children none the 
less, notbing could be more repulsive, 
but there are persons with so niucb of 
grace iu tbeir hearts that they can not 
only tolerate, but leaiD to love these 
uDspeai-iable uufortunate, yet incom­ 
parably happy human beings. 
Jhaf 
love is returned with all tbe lavisbness 
that a dog will manifest for its master 
and after muoh tae same fasbkn. I 
have seen benighted, twisted human 
monstrosities lay hold of the band of 


Dr. Dawson, pat it, press it t o the 
cheek and look up into bis eyes with 
unutterable devotion, and all because 
he has ever been kind. 
Tbe law of 
love is the disciplinary system of tbe 
“ Home,” aud the attendaut who can- 
Dot make himself amenable t o that 
law must give up place to someone 
who CBD. 
Not Quite Up To Date. 
There is little by way of criticism 
that i shall have to offer upon this 
institution. 
It is in good haods and 
good care is being taken of the in­ 
mates, as good physical care as any­ 
where, but not as much is úeiDg done 
along educational and industrial lines 
as in some other institutions I have 
seen, pre-eminently those at Waverly, 
Mass., and at Vineland, New Jersey. 
If Dr. D bw sod were to visit tbese in­ 
stitutions be would return with a new 
enthusiasm for a higher aoit of work 
than he has so far attempted. 
The 
requirement to bn exacted of state 
BDd institution is to make tbe most 
of tbese creatures that tbe material 
in tbem will alluw, 
That end is not 
quite reached at Eldridge, although 
a great and good work is beiug done. 
The Supremo Needs. 
Tbe supieme needs at Eldridge are 
for auxiliary institutions, one for 
feeble minded women of child-bear 
ing age that the source of much 
feeble tpindedness, criminality aDd 
pauperism may be out off, The other 
is for an epileptio colony for those 
who are not distinctly feeble minded 
nor yet insane. 
Tbere are acres 
enongb at Eldridge for both of tbese 
iostitutioos, although the state may 
be a little eby on Jafld. 
Tbe one 
management oan handle all three 
institutions as one, without m ultiply­ 
ing boards of trustees and executive 
officers. 
in tbe name of a charity at 
ouce of tbe highest obaracter and the 
most prudent and piofltable, 1 com­ 
mend the establishment at Eldridge 
of tbese auxiliary “ Homes. ”

A Vision of Wealth.—The Safest 
Safes.— A Humbug Ology.— The

The eletrolytio recovery of gold 
from seawater is still a dream of 
many Enropean chemists. A. Nodon 
proposes to use as eleotrodes sheets 
cf eopper and lead or lead and cast- 
iron, each about one twenty-fifth of 
an inch in thickness, and to surround 
tbese plates with porous canvas bags 
for collecting the gold that fails lo 
adhere, l’he batbs, within reach of 
tho tide, would have a depth of two 
meters and a width of ten meters 
(about 33 teet). With cement parti­ 
tions every 40 meters, a battery of 
100 such batbs could be run together, 
and it is calculated that this would 
furnish. 150 grams of gold per day yf 
twelve hours. 
In this time, 3,000 
cubic meters of water would b9 treat­ 
ed, a oqrrent of 50,00 amperes at 2.5 
vojts being required. 
The annual 
cost is estimated at 812,000, and the 
profit is figured at *20,000 on a capitni 
of *40,000. 
British safes, we are told, would 
have prevented great loss at ¡dan Fiau- 
clsco, where th3 contents of a large 
proportion of so-called fireproof safes 
and vaults were destroyed. 
The 
American plan of insulating with a 
filling of infusorial earth or asbestos 
is condemned as sure to fail in severe 
test, and it is affirmed that not a fire­ 
proof, but a steam generqfing and 
moistpre evolving opmposition--dry- 
ing tp a pan-eondtictiug m aterial-is 
needed to keep tbe inside cooj for tbe

English

all would be easily accessible.

gravme half-tone and collotype. 
It 
makes possible tbe printing from tbe 
plate ot several hundred impressions 
per hour and it is adapted for pluiD, 
smooth paper, which is much more 
agreeable to tbe eye than the usual 
glossy surface. The ruled glass screen 
is used to break up the tones into dots 
ot different sizes, as in ordinary half­ 
tone pictures. In hall-tone work the 
printing ink is lett on the highest sur 
taces of the block; in photogravure 
it is wiped off trom the raised surfaces 
aDd takeu up by the paper from the 
depressions, aud in collotype tho 
printing surface is quite flat, greasy 
parts retaining tho ink while the re- 
'mainiug surface is wet and repels the 
ink. in the new process, the hollows 
hold the ink, while tho highest sur­ 
face is made repellent so that it keeps 
clean without wiping as tbe rollers 
pass rapidly over it. 


Plant memory is a problem for the 
inquisitive botanist. 
In 1901 a plant 
allied to tbe sqnash and pumpkiu was 
brought to New York from tbe desert 
ot Sonora, in Mexico, aud since then 
it has been kept— without watering— 
in a straDge climate 3000 miles from 
borne. During the six weeks of ram 
in the desert the plant grows its 
leaves and flowers and perfects its 
seed. 
Then it dries up, and leaves 
only a water tilled gourd, which a 
thick, hard shell seals against oni 
runls and evaporation. 
The trans­ 
planted specimen still remembers 
the rainy season ot six weeks. 
It 
wakes, sends out rootlets, stems and 
leaves, and then dries up again until 
tbe following year. 
The peculiar brittleness of tbe:r 
tails is sometimes au advantage to 
oertaiu lizards. Perching head down­ 
ward on a rock, the diamond-tailed 
gecko, for example, is often seized 
by a hawk, when tbe tail snaps off, 
aud tbe unimal calmly wriggles awoy 
to grow another. 
Washington 
Letter. 


(From Our Regular L'orresppondent.) 
Washington D. C. Oct. 13, 19U6. 
The showing of tbe war department 
is exceedmgiy good for the embarka­ 
tion of troops tor Cuban service. 
According to the statement of the 
quartermaster geDerni's office, it has 
taken jast twelve days to get all the 
tronps afloat, tbe last expedition, 
having already lett Newport News, is 
probably by this time on the Cuban 
soil. 
Thii is tbe more remarkable in 
that there was only one transport, the 
Sumner, available w b e o tbe cmcr- 
gency occurred. Both quartermaster 
general Uqmphrey aud bis assistant 
are very proud of lhe showing that 
has been made. 
If transports had 
been available wbeD the order was 
given to move tbe tioops, the entire 
expedition could have been afloat 
within one week. 
As it was, how­ 
ever, steamers had to be chartered and 
re-fitted fot use as transports. In od- 
dition to the men that have been sent, 
amounting altogether to 6000, there 
has been over 2000 horses shipped be­ 
side large quantities of stores and am­ 
munition. it is understood that New­ 
port News will be made the base of 
supplies as long as it is necessary to 
retain military control in Cuba. 
Tbere have been numerous obaoges 
of station iu tbe warships now in 
Cuban waters. 
It is thought that it 
will be necessary to retain only four 
cruisers there, tho Cleveland, the Ta­ 
coma, the L)es Moines, and tbe Denver. 
Beveral vessels will be kept at Key 
West, while the Minneapolis and (he 
New York have already been ordered 
back to tbe United States for neces­ 
sary , repairs, 
The question of ultimate aonexation 
comes up much oltener from Cuban 
sources than tho United States offi­ 
cials are willing to discuss it. 
It is 
said, unofficially, at tbe state depart­ 
ment. that there is not only no piesent 
¡mention of annexation, but that tbis 
country will refuse every opportunity 
in that direction, aud the Cubans 
must take their chances with another 
trial of governmgut qn tbeir own re­ 
sponsibility. 
Wbat might happen 
should (his second trial fail is a qu s- 
tion that nobody io authority in 
W’asbintgon is willing to discuss just 
now. 
Tbe loug agitated question of the 
retention by this government of tbe 
Isle ot Fines was Rgain broached to 
sec(etary Taft. 
The residents of the 
Isle, who ail nloag have been anxious 
for American government, rent au 
urgent petition _to tbe secretary, but 
it is very we|l understood that the 
position of this government has 
already been taken and tbere is no 
likelihood that anything the American 
inhabitants may say will have tbe 
slightest effect.

Miss Mabel E. Prentiss, the public 
library organizer,

Origin of the Strike Fond. 


Naturalists 
have long been puzzled 


as to how birds learn to slug. 
Does it 


come natural to a bird of a certain 
species to sing the song common to its 
kind or does it learn to imitate what- 
ever song it most 
hears 
during 
the 


early 
days 
of its life? 
Experiments 


made by a well known student of bird 
life proved that most birds simply learn 
by imitation. 
He placed young linnets 


to be reared 
by skylarks, 
woodlacks, 


titlarks and other breeds, and Inevery 
case the linnet learned 
the song of his 


foster parents. 
Again, a number of lin- 


nets were reared 
where they had no 


chance 
of hearing 
the 
song 
of any 
bird at all. In due course 
they began 


to sing, but their song 
was entirely 


original. 
The cuckoo, however, seems 
to be an exception, for although Itis 
almost 
invariably 
reared 
by 
foster 


parents 
of any 
species 
but its own, 


It always sings to perfection its own 
peculiar 
song, 
quite 
uninfluenced 
by 


the vocal efforts of its guardians. 


Bird Sonsr-k. 


Professor E. Yung of Geueva discov- 


ered that the keen sense of smell attrib- 
uted to the ordinary "snail is distributed 
over the entire body not covered by the 
Bbell, the two pairs of tentacles, 
the 


lips and the 
edges of the 
feet being 


particularly sensitive. 
In the experi- 


ments made a brush dipped in various 
odorous substances 
in turn was brought 


near the different parts of the body, and 
responses 
were noted at distances 
of 


one twenty-fifth of an inch to several 
inches. 
Only in exceptional cases was 


odor perceived as much as fifteen or 
twenty inches away, showing that smell 
cannot guide these creatures to food far 
removed.
